A mass meeting ealled by the Dittenhoefer
Gorman Repnblican Central Committae to sus-
tain the Administeation agalost Mosars, Conk-
ling and Platt was held atthe Cooper Unlon Inst
ovening, Tho groat hall was hardly ono-third
Miled. Dr. Louls Naumann ealled the mesting
to order, and ex-Judge A.J. Dittenhosler was
olooted Chalrman. Upon the platform sat ex-
Gov, Balomon, Bigismund Kuulmann, Col,
Ethan Allon, and sevaral others. Ineluded In
the long list of Vieo-Presidents roud waore Prof,
Fulix Adler, Prot, I. W, Mooller, Allred Poppon-
liusen. D. J. Yuengling, Soloman 8. Bonnaborn,
and Gottlieb Guenther, The speechos were

Mr, Ditterihoefer mads a brisl addresa, in
which he comparad Mr, Conkling to Sir Joseph
Furter, who deelared that the line must be
drawn somewhere, When Mr, Simmons was
uominsted for the Collectorship of Boston. the
spoaker said, the two Massachiuscits Sennators
spted, ns dig every Massachusolts member
